MANILA (UP) Presi- 
dent Elpidio Quirino con- 
ceded defeat here today as 
mounting returns indicated 
that voters who think “‘it's 
time for a change” had 
elected Ramon Magsaysay 
new president of the Philip- 
pines, by a margin of nearly 
21% to 1. 

Returns representing about 
60 per cent of the total vote 
showed the victorious National- 
ist candidate leading by 1,815,- 
188 votes to 798,022. Mounting 
congressional returns indicated 
that Magsaysay will have 
strong support in the Senate 
and probably will control the 
House of Representatives. 

Quirino, in conceding, offered 
Magsaysay his “good wishes,” 
and wryly offered “a prayer... 
that the change is for the bet- 
ter.” 

President-elect Magsaysay ex- 
pressed thanks for the outgo- 
ing president's good wishes, 
and callei on “all Filipinos to 
work together as one. people.” 

Magsaysay promptly sought 
to recruit former ambassador 
to the United States Carlos P 
Romulo for his new administra- 
tion, asking whether he would 
like to return to the Washing- 
ton post. Romulo withdrew 
from the presidential race 
throw the support of his demo- 
cratic party to Magsaysay. 
UNCONDITIONAL 

The president-elect said his 
government will do its best to 
convince other Asiatic nations 
“that there can be neither ‘in 
dependence’ nor ‘neutrality’ in 
the face of aggressive Soviet 
imperialism in Asia.” 

Magsaysay said 
will deal with 
basis of ‘all-out force and all 
out fellowship’'"—a slogan 
calling his campaign as defense 
secretary against Communist 
guerrillas here. 

“Militant Communism and its 
armed challenge to the author- 
ity of the republic must be 
forced into unconditional sur- 
render,” he said. 

Magsaysay said he favors the 
idea of a “Pacific pact” in 
principle, but sees no likelihood 
of any such alignment coming 
into being in the near future 
because of a lack of “commun- 
ity interest” among Asiatic 
nations.

Decision Opens Way

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
government Wednesday re- 
jected a Canadian Pacific 
Airlines bid for a cross- 
Canada air cargo service on 
the ground it. would not be 
in the public interest “at 
this time.” 

The decision left the crown 
owned Trans-Canada Air Lines 
a monopoly on east-west air 
traffic and opened the way for a 
reduction in air-cargo rates now 
charged by TCA 

Specifically, CPA sought a 
service which would carry cargo 
between Montreal and Toronto 
and Vancouver, via The Pas, 
Man., and Edmonton, but ex 
cluding local traffic rights be- 
tween Montreal and Toronto. 
TCA for some years has been 
carrying air cargo in conjun 
tion with its passenger and air 
mail flights 

The government's decision 
gave the air, transport board 
permission to consider a TCA 
application for reduction in car 
go rates which, the cabinet 
noted in its statement, would 
reduce them “to about or be 
low the level proposed in CPA's 
application.” 

NEW RATES SOON 

TCA applied last February to 
reduce its rates in a schedule 
ranging from 15 cents to 34 
cents a ton mile representing 
a decrease of between 30 and 
35 per cent in the rates then in 
effect.

A Diplomatic Blunder? 


{E ANGLO-AMERICAN  DE- 

cision to withdraw from Trieste 
and turn Zone A over to lialy could 
scarcely have come dis- 
concerting time. Jt is true that the 
unsatisfactory Trieste situation has 
continued for too long: that Russian 
delay in agreeing to appointment of 
a governor under U.N. sponsership 
had prevented implementation of the 
postwar arrangements for this 
trouble spot. But the turmoil result- 
ing from the recent withdrawal an- 
nouncement has created far more 
complications than the long-lasting 
“temporary” condition that has ex- 
isted since the war 

Yugoslavia has been seriously 
provoked by the western intention to 
give Italy control of the Zone A area. 
The working arrangement between 
the west and the Mediterranean com- 
munist nation has been upset. © On 
the other hand, Italy's toftering but 
pro-west government has been an- 
tagonized by incidents arising from 
the Trieste decision, and in addition 
has been placed in a dangerous posi- 


at a more 


tion which can be capitalized upon 
by the largé communist element in 
Italy 

Whether it was merely poor 
timing by the Allies, or whether some 
anticipated favorable factor failed to 
develop, the result has been a serious 
setback to western plans. A chronic 
sore spot has received added irrita- 
tion,, threatening a spread- of the 
malady 

One of the immediate effects has 
been the outbreak of rioting in 
Trieste. British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden defended the action of 
security troops in firing on the mob, 
pointing out the severe provocation, 
and the injuries sustained by the 
police. But the incident has done 
much harm to Anglo-Italian relations 
at a critical time. The Mediterranean 
front is split ir-several directions, and 
only Russia has been the gainer 

There appears little likelihood 
that the withdrawal can be carried 
out under these conditions. <A solu- 
tion to the problem of Trieste is fur- 
ther off than ever. 


No Room for the Hungry? 


JE ASSISTANT REGISTRAR 

of the Association of Profes- 
sional Engineers of British Colum- 
bia, Mr. Hugh M. McManus, has re- 
cently discussed immigration as it 
affects members of his profession. 

In his words: 

“It would appear from this state 
of affairs (a reported low point in 
employment opportunities) that, pos- 
sibly immigration of engineers 
should be limited for a time, at least 
to B.C., until opportunities do exist 
for them.” 

So speaks a member of a profes- 
sion vitally concerned with the 
physical development of* British Co- 
lumbia at a time widely publicized 
as a peak era in the province's 
growth. , 

A parallel is drawn between his 
attitude and that of the provincial 
Trades Union Congress meeting in 
Vancouver in the middle of October. 
At that meeting the Congress adop- 
ted a resolution urging the Federal 
Government to revise—that is cur- 
tail—the present immigration policy 
until the Canadian wager ay is . 
: by expansion of “our ow 
vol ‘and restoration of former 
markets...” Simultaneously, the 
Congress attacked as a “‘short- 

ted” policy the export to for- 


eign countries .of Canada’s natural 
resources and fhe repurchase by 
Canadians of finished products made 
from them. 

In other words Canada, which 
enjoys one of the highest living stan- 
dards in the world, is asked to close 
the door to immigrants and to cur- 
tail trade with foreign countries. 

Here is economic isolationism of 
a kind fully recognized by such men 
as WaJter Reuther, C.LO. president 
who was speaking et another labor 
convention in Vancouver at the very 
time the Congress passed its resolu- 
tions. 

In a magnificent address, Mr. 
Reutherstold his listeners: “We need 
to learn quickly, if we are to avert 
World War Three, that social justice 
is indivisible. We can’t have half the 
world fed and the other half starving 
_and expect the world to live in 
“peace.” 

The words from this labor leader 
are impressive. But how do they 
match the actions of an important 
labor force which not only would 
close the doors to foreigners seeking 
work in a land where they needn't 
starve, but would deny the peoples 
of alien. lands the trading life blood

Franco's Folk Still Have Opinions 


Mr. Wade, a young English journalist, is 
now visiting in Canada, 
LITICS—I was told before I went to 

Spain—were a subject to be avoided in 
that country. My friends, who seemed to 
know all about such matters, said one had 
only to open one’s mouth, in criticism, or 
even comment, about the political situation 
and bingo—jail doors opened wide. 

To this talk I listened with interest, for 
I have no great desire to see the inside of 
any jail, let alone a Spanish one. 

In Spain last August, however, I learned 
otherwise. It was not my fault. I tried hard 
to keep quiet. I hushed and I shushed them, 
but people just shrugged and went on talk- 
ing politics. 

Nobody seemed to be concerned in the 
slightest degree about the possibility of arrest 
for entering a political discussion which 
might be taken to be adverse to the Franco 
dictatorship. I, personally, found as much 
freedom of speech in Spain, as is claimed in 
some great western democracies—at 
within a circle of friends or even chance 
acquaintances. 

So it was then, that I met and eventually 
talked with confidence te a great many of 
the ordinary people of Spain. I was only 
there about two months, I admit, but if you 
have nothing else to do you can meeta_ hole 
lot of people in two months. And if you 
have some interest in world affairs, and they 
happen to delight in political discussions, then 
you can hear much of interest. 

In Madrid, which has been described as 
@ sugar-coating, covering the poverty of the 
rest of Spain, I found much cynicism about 
the deal for American bases. This s.le—as 
he called it—of Spanish soil to America, was 
regarded by one Englishspeaking Spaniard 
as not important. If Spain sold out com- 
pletely to the States, then the peopie could 
rely on the moral conscience of the Ameri- 
cans to look after their The 
Spanish might be better off that way; they 
could not be worse off he said 

Down in Andalusia, in the ancient Seville, 
fabled city of gaiety, there was a different 
spirit. The proposed air-base outside the city 
would be good for trade, admittedly. but the 
Spaniards were losing their birthright in the 
process.

He became the third man- 
ager on the rising payroll of 
Baltimore Orioles after Marty 
Marion was fired late Wed 
nesday with a year still to go 
on his $30,000-a-year contract. 
Marion joined the other for- 
mer St. Louis Browns man- 
ager, Rogers Hornsby, on the 
inactive pay list. 4 

The Orioles will pay near 


$100,000 for three managers 
and get work out of only one 
of them. Both of the surplus 
contracts expire after next 
season, as well ds that of 
Dykes which was _ bought 
from Philadelphia. Hornsby is 
believed to draw around $40,- 
000 and Dykes $30,000. 
Dykes was picked by gen- 
eral manager Art Ehlers, his 
recent boss at Philadelphia, 
as the proper field pilot to 
guide Baltimore in its return 
to major-league baseball.

Revoked by City Hall 


Chamber of Commerce Wins Relief 
From Levy Called ‘Basic Injustice’ 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce won its point when 


a special chamber committee appeared before city council 
Tuesday and argued against imposition of a service charge 


on fire sprinkler systems in,— 


private buildings. 

When the chamber’s argu- 
ment was before it, council 
voted 64 in favor of abolishing 
the charge it decided to impose 
last February. 

The city will continue to re- 
quire, however, that detector 
meters be installed on all open 
sprinkler systems so that water 
for domestic purposes cannot be 
drawn from them. 

The case for the chamber 
was presented by H. Barnes 
and H. R. Stephen. 

Mr. Barnes argued priv¥ate 
sprinkler systems were — 
the city a lot of money by af 
leviating need for more city fire 
equipment. Mr. Stephen de- 
scribed the service charge as a 
“basic injustice.” 

The chamber delegation drew 
support from Fire Chief Frank 
Briers, when he appeared to 
give his view of the situation. 
Chief Briers said: “Speaking 
personally, I would hate to see 
any tax or levy which would 
discourage the installation of 
these sprinklers. I can't speak 
too highly of their value 

City engineer Cyril Jones 
and city manager Cecil Wyatt 
hoth spoke in support of the 
service charge. Mr. Jones said 
the city had to provide a dis 
tribution system and that the 
cost should be recovered 

He said there were 28 firms 
in the city with private sprink 
ler systems. He said the charge 
was no hardship. In the case 
of B.C. Forest Products, which 
installed a $100,000 sprinkler 
system at its Gorge Road plant 
the annual service charge would 
amount to only $71 a year, Mr 
Jones said

MEXICO CITY — If your 
stomach begins to turn turtle 
don't say anything. 


Don't even pull a face. 

It would be most uncompli- 
mentary to the people of 
Mexico if you displayed any- 
thing but pleasure at an ex- 
hibition of their national 
sport, national art, or what- 
ever you want to call it, 


Bull fighting to them is 
something to warm the soul. 

That's what our understand- 
ing guide told us as we en 
tered the arena to witness 
part of a program of amateur 
bull fighting. 

So we did our best to hide 
the greenness around the gills 
which came after the first 
animal went through about 10 
minutes of pitiful death 
throes, 

And we smiled with true 
happiness when, after the 
second of six to be killed dur- 
ing the afternoon had been 
dispatched, we were on our 
way to catch our plane. 


We had asked to see a bull 
fight to make our visit to 
Mexico complete, and our 
plane had been held in order 
that we could get a “taste” 
of the gory business. 

As we said, it was an ama- 
teur show where novice mata- 
dors were getting experience 
for a chance at big-time fight- 
ing. 

Their ring seats about 6,000 
whereas~ the _ professional 
shows are staged at the 60,- 
000-seat Plaza Mexico. 

Once established in the 
Plaza circuit,‘ there is big 
money and great prestige. 

We thought the amateur 


matadors and their cuadrilla 
(teams) had. a long way to go. 

Now let us look at the ring. 

The first bull isn’t what 
you'd call a friendly 600-pound 
bundle of beef, but he does 
not appear too enthusiastic 
about the business at hand. 

He livens up some when the 
banderilleros in their splendid 
embroidered costumes and tri- 
cornered hats wave their capes 
almost under his nose. 

Mr. Bull chases his tormen- 
tors into their planked safety 
boxes at the sides of the ring 
several times. 

He is now ready for the first 
of much blood. 


The matador’s two picadors 
enter the ring on horses pad- 
ded with heavy quilts across 
the forequarters and along 
the right flank. ° 

Blindfolded, ~the _ horses 
stand their ground when the 
bull turns his growing anger 
on them and charges. 

This is according to Hoyle, 
the idea being that as the bull 
attempts to gore the horse, 
the riding picador is able to 
plunge the three-inch triangu- 
lar steel point of his lance 
into the bull’s shoulder. 

Each picador has three jabs 
at the bull and the blood is 
flowing freely by the time 


they depart in favor of the 
banderilleros again. 

It is now their task to goad 
the bleeding bull into charg- 
ing them. 

Admittedly showing consid- 
erable intestinal fortitude, the 
banderilleros hold fast, side- 
stepping out of the path of 
the bull at the last moment, 
and plunge barbed paper-deco- 
rated swords into his shoul- 
ders in pairs. 

Obviously in great pain, the 
bul! now has six of these col- 
ored two-foot sticks hooked 
into him, and the climax is 
approaching.

Announces All-Out 
Fight on Communism 


MANILA (UP) — Presi- 
dent Elpidio Quirino con- 
ceded defeat here today as 
mounting returns \indicated 
that voters who think “it's 
time for a change’. had 
elected Ramon Magsaysay 
new president of the Philip- 
pines, by a margin of nearly 
2's tol. 

Returns - representing about 
60 per cent of the total vote 
showed the victorious National- 
ist candidate leading by 1,815,- 
188 votes to 798,022. Mounting 
congressional returns indicated 
that Magsaysay will have 
strong support in the Senate 
and probably will control the 
House of Representatives 


Quirino, in conceding; offered 
Magsaysay his “good wishes,” 
and wryly offered “a prayer 
that the change is for the bet- 
ter.” 

President-lect Magsaysay ex> 
pressed thanks for the outgo 
ing president's good wishes, 
and called on “all Filipinos to 
work together as one people.” 

Magsaysay promptly sought 
to recruit former ambassador 
to the United States Carlos P. 
Romulo for his new administra 
tion, asking whether he would 
like to return to the Washing- 
ton post. Romulo withdrew 
from the presidential race to 
throw the support of his demo 
cratic party to Magsaysay. 
UNCONDITIONAL 


The president-elect said his 
government will do its best to 
convince other Asiatic nations 
“that there can be neither ‘in- 
dependence’ nor ‘neutrality’ in 
the face of aggressive Soviet 
imperialism in Asia.” 

Magsaysay said his regime 
will deal\.with Reds “on the 
basis of ‘all-out force and all 
out fellowship’”—a slogan re- 
calling his campaign as defense 
secretary against Communist 
guerrillas here 

“Militant Communism and its 
armed challenge to the author 
ity of the republic must be 
forced into unconditional sur 
render,” he said. 

Magsaysay said he favors the 
idea of a “Pacific pact” in 
principle, but sees no likelihood 
of any such alignment coming 
into being in the near future 
because of a lack of “commun- 
ity interest” among Asiatic 
nations.
